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J. kee Davis Te 
Visit New Orleans 


Richmond—W hat has 
fate in-store for J. Lee Da- 
vis, mow president of the 
Natural Bridge of Virginia, 
Inc, onhis visit to New 
Orleans the first of Febru- 
ary? His last visit was just 
fifty years ago, and while 
he wasin the city at that 
time Dave Hensey was 
slain, and the South mourn- 
ed the passing of Jefferson 
Dayis, who died there on 
December 6, 1889. Mr Da- 
vis.is making a trip to New 
Orleays to fulfill a pledge 
to his wife, who has wanted 
to visit this facinating old 
Southern city for more than 
two score years. 

“Iwas in New Orleans 
for several months !ust fifty 
years ago,’ Mr. Davis said 
here today, wheré hé came 
to conduct ‘business as a 
director of the Virginia 
State Chamber of Com- 
merce. 

It was during the days 
ofthe old Louisiana State 
Lottery and I was employed 
by L. Graham & Company, 
publigheas, who had the 
contract for printing the 
numbers. The lottery tick- 
ets seemed to be sold every- 
where, by everyone. All of 
the -cigar stores, in fact 
while Iwas on the train go- 
ing into New Orleans I was 
Sdlicited ‘by the news boys| 
to buy lottery tickets 

“%t was during my stay 
in New Orleans that Chief 
Police Dave Hensey was 
slain. by a groupof Italians. 
Ithink.fifteen or twenty or 
more, were arrested and 
tried, but there was not suf- 
ficient evidence to convict 
them. After their acquittal, 
the citizens of New Orleans 
had such strong convictions 
-that they were guilty that 

-some of them took the ac- 
puitted men out and killed 
them in thenight in various 

Some were shot, 
hung and beaten to death. 
They were all citizens of 
Italy, and the United States 
‘government had td pay con- 
‘tiderable money before the 
matter was settled.

Like gasoline produces 
the power that makes the 
car run, so does plantfood 
in fertilizer and the soil 
provide the nutrients that 
make crops grow. Auto- 
motive power and plant 
growth are both directly de- 
pendent, respectively, upon 
the quantity, quality and 
availability of gasoline in 
the tank, and plantfood in 
the soil. 

And as lubrication is es- 
sential to the efficient oper- 
ation of the automobile, al- 
though not a fuel; so is lime 
essential to the most profit- 
able growth of lime-loving 
plants, although it is not a 
plantfood Lubrication has 
the important function of 
keeping the car running 
smoothly, and to prevent its 





wearing out unduly fast. 
Lime has a similar import- 
ant conditioning function in 
the soil. 

Lime brings about a soil 
reaction that, among other 
things, provides a favorable 
condition in which soil *bac- 
teria may work to break 
down plantfood in the soil 
into a form that it may be 
used by growing crops. Ap- 
plications of lime often re- 
lease supplies of plantfood 
in the soil that have not 
been available to plants be- 
cause bacteria that break it 
down into a usuable form 
could not work in the acid 
soil. 


Lime for the Legumes 

The sweetening of soil 
with lime also produces a 
condition in which legumes 
that take nitrogen from the 
air and store it in the soil 
at no extra cost to the farm- 
er may make a more abun- 
dant growth and greatly en- 
rich the soil for succeeding 
crops. Agronomists em- 
phasize that if farmers will 
select good rotations that 
include legumes, and will 
lime their soil to suit the 
requirements of the legumes 
the problem of adequately 
liming farm land will be 
largely solved.

“If to an adequate diet 
are added wholesome exer- 
cise, fresh air, sufficient 
rest and sleep, correct cloth- 
ing, and a cheerful attitude, 
pregnancy should not be at- 
tended by the devitalizing 
consequences that formerly 
existed in many cases. 

“In addition to general 
diet and care, the prospec- 
tive mother’s teeth need es- 
pecial attention. The teeth 
and gums should be brush- 
ed properly three times a 
day, and the family dentist 
should be visiten at least 
twice during the gestation 
period for the necessary 
check; the first, as soon as 
thé expectancy is realized.

But when nature cuts up, 
we must turn to the “O.d 
Reliables”’ Th e railroad 
trains and trolley cars run 
when all else’ fais. And 
transportation of man and 
goods is to a peopie what 
the arterial system is to 
man. The railroads and 
the street car companies 
are having their economic 
troubles, as for many years 
past, but they are a neces- 
sity of our existence. May 
there come soon a solution 
of their basic problems! 
America needs them as 
healthy and contented ser- 
vants of th2 people.” 

The problems of the 
trolley companies are pri- 
[marily local. Tae problems 
of the railroads, on the oth- 
er hand, are national in 
character. The rails pro- 
vide a service which em- 
braces the entire contin-nt, 
and which extends iato the 
least habitated areas. They 
are regulated by ihe Fed- 
eral goverpment and the 
states, in every conceivable 
pnase of operation, fioanc- 
ing, policy and manage- 
ment. The solution of 
their problems—and never 
forget that toe railroads’ 
probiems affect directly or 
indirectly every job and 
every business in the land- 
depends upon equitable 
regulatory policies for ali 
carriers. 

By far the most seriou- 
of the rails’ diffieu'ties are 
ibe present Federal regu- 
latory laws, passed many 
years ago in the light of 
conditions which have dras- 
tically changed.

Davis Preston, general sec- 
retary, which has just been 
mailed to members of the 
board of the Society. This 
number included one hun- 


dred and twenty-two child- 


ren who were discharged 


from care and seventy new 
clildren accepted for care 


during 1939. 

In commenting on the 
number of children dis- 
charged from care, Mr. 
Preston pointed out that 
thirty-five of these children 
were adopted during the 
year and twenty-eight were 
discharged to foster parents 
who while they had not a- 
dopted the children were ac- 
tually providingfffor them. 
Twenty-six children were 
returned to their own par- 
ents and four additional to 
relatives, t hus restoring 
them to their own families. 
The other children dis- 
charged for the most part 
consisted of older children 
who were able to take care 
of themselves. The one 
hundred and twenty t wo 
children discharged last 
year had received from the 
Society a total of 1047 years 
of care, an average of ap- 
proximately eight and one 
half years per child 

Particular attention was 
called to the fact that of the 
seventy new children a c- 
cepted sixty-four were un- 
der two years of age, and 
only two were over six 
years of age. Relatively few 
children over six years of 
age will in the future be ac- 
cepted by the Society be— 
cause the present program 
is confined mainly to adop- 
tive placement of children, 
most of whom, naturally, 
are very young. 

The annual report shows 
that the Society ended the 
year with 337 children in 
care of whom 137 were al- 
ready placed in adoptive 
homes where within a_peri- 
od of approximately t wo 
years it is expected that 
they will be adopted by the 
foster parents found~for 
them by the Society. It 
pointed out also that forty 
per cent of the children in 
care at the end of the year 
were in adoptive homes as 
contrasted to but twenty 
seven per cent in adoptive 
homes at the end of 1938. 

The decrease in the num- 
ber of children accepted dur- 
ing 1989, Mr. Preston 
pointed out, was due almost 


entirely to the fact that the Spears.

The budget adopted for 
1940 has been approved for 
approximately the same fig- 
ure as last year and pro- 
vides for the acceptance of 
only 70 newchildren, unless 
funds in excess of the a- 
mount can be raised. The 
report shows that the So- 
ciety ended the year with a 
waiting list of 26 applica- 
tions for care involving 
twenty seven children. 
There never was a time 
during the past year when 
there was not from 25 to 
40 for care pending.

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'500th City Approves 
City Manager Form 


Superior, Wis., became the 500th community to 
have the council-manager fon of governnient by virtue 
of the April 2 referendum at which voters ratified a 
manager plan city charter, Richard S, Childs, chairman 
of the council of the National Municipal League, an- 
nounced. Superior is a city of 36,118 population on the 
west end of Lake Superior j 





Use of the manager plan, which has set the pace 
for American cities by use of businesslike methods and 
the employment of trained experts, was begun in 1908, 
when the city council of Staunton, Va., appointed an- 
engineer ‘‘general manager” in charge of administrative 
affairs. By 1918, 101 cities were using the council- 
manager plan; in 1928 there were, 348 cities who were 
employing an expert manager for the administrative 
side of government, and now Superior brings the total 
to 500. 


A prediction that within another 30 years the coun- 
cil-manager plan will be the standard method of oper- 
ation for American cities was made by Mr. Childs, New 
York City business man who is credited with being the 
inventor of the manager form. The National Municipal 
League, of which Mr. Childs is an officer, isa citizens’ 
organization for better government which brought out a 
Model City Charter embodying the council-manager plan 
in 1915. 


Manager plan proponents claim for the form greater 
success in reducing government costs and increasing 
quality and quantity of services than any other govern- 
mental plan yet devised. Among the distinctions gained 
by manager cities are the success of Kalamazoo, Mich., 
in becoming the only debt-free city in its population 
class, and the year-after-year retention by Cincinnati, 
Ohio, of the lowest tax rate of any large city.

Camp Operators 
Must Apply 
For Permits 
The State Department 
of Health today annou.c 


ed that plays have been 
comp'eted to carry out the 





provisions of the law cov- 


ering summer camps for 
children which Lecom»: 
operative July 15 of this 
year. 

This legislation requires 
that operators of camps 
catering to young persons 
up tothe age of eightcen 
must apply to the State 
Health Comm'ssioner, of 
the State Departmeot of 
Health, Richmond, for a 
permit 30 days prior to 
the camp's scheduled op- 
ening. The application 
must be mide in wri ing 
and is to iaclude the name 
and address of the appti- 
cant, 'ocation of the camp, 
and its purpose. 

Upon rece‘pt of the ap- 
lication an inspection of 
the camp and its sanitation 
facilities will be made by 
sanitation officers eitner 
from the Department's 
control office in Richmond 


or from a county health 


department. 
The survey will be con- 


cerned with the location of 


the camp, toilet facilit es, 
water supply, waste, g.r- 
bage and trash disposal, 
methods of handiing food, 
general cleanliness of the 
buildings, grounds and e- 
quipment, and other sapi- 
tation items. 

Upon the receipt of the 


missioner of Health; the 
only exception being that, 
should the inspection "be 
delayed more than 30 days 
after application has been 
made, the operator may 
open his establishment If 
his application later is dis- 
approved he will be com- 
pe'led to suspend until the 
standard sanitation re- 
quirements for the camp 
nave been complied with. 
Permits are good for one 
year from date of issuance. 

Representatives of the 
State Department of 
Health are authorized to 
inspect the camp from 
time to time. If upon any 
such inspection adequate 
provision is not maintained 
for the sanitation of the 
camp or any of its ser- 
vices and fici.ities, or for 
the protection of the health 
of the children, the Com- 
missioner may revoke the 
permit. 

Commenting on the en- 
forcement of this, Dr. I. 
C. Riggio, Commissioner 
of Health, said today. “the 
General Asombly bas 
placed a definite duly up- 
on the State Department 
of Heath in connection 
with summer camps oper- 
ated for young people up 
to age eighteen.

In 1938, 
our Negro Auxiliaries in 
the cities and counties sold 
seals for the sum of $4,611. 
16 and their efforts in 1939 
increased this figure to 
$6,337.78.” 

Miss Foster explained 
that Virginia’s colored pop- 
ulation is taking more and 
more interest in the move- 
ment to control and eradi- 
cate tuberculosis. So far, 
101 Negro auxiliaries have 
been organized and are 
working in close cooperation 
with the local county and 
city committees of the Vir- 
ginia Tuberculosis Associ- 
ation, Miss Foster said, 
‘They are doing a splendid 
work, she added, ‘‘putting 
the emphasis in their activi- 
ties on education of their 
race concerning tuberculos- 
is to which they seem es- 
pecially vulnerable.”’ 

Emphasizing the ravages 
of tuberculosis among Vir- 
ginia Negroes, Miss Foster 
quoted the latest available 
figures showing the greater 
prevalence of the disease a- 
mong the Old Dominion’s 
Negro population compared 
to the white. In 1939, tu- 
berculosis claimed a total of 
1,618 deaths among both 
races in the State, or at the 
combined rate of 65.8 deaths 
for each 100,000 population. 
Broken down, the rate for 
whites was 42.9) and for 
Negroes 127.2. ‘‘Thanks 
to the educational efforts 
put forth in Virginia and 
increased facilities for treat- 
ment, Miss Foster continued 
“these figures are below 
those for 1938, when the 
combined Negro and white 
death rate was 74.1 percent 
the white 48.0, and the 
Negro 146.1.’? Miss Foster 
gave credit to the work of 
the Negro auxiliaries for 
helping to lower mortality 
from tuberculosis among 
the Negroes.

For Graduates 


Richmond — Virginians, 
especially those who will 
graduate from various col- 
leges in the nation in a few 
wecks, are heartened by the 
repoit that jobs are multi- 
plying for American college 
graduates this year, due in 
considerable part to war- 
stimulated industry. Uni- 

~versity of Virginia, Wash- 
ington and Lee and Virgin- 
ia Polytechnic Institute re- 
port encouraging offers be- 
ing made to their graduates. 

Increased e m p loyment 
calls, higher starting salari- 
es and prospects of jobs ab- 
sorbing ‘100 per cent of 
our graduates by fall’” was 
reported by the university. 
Engineering students were 
particularly in demand, of- 
ficials said. Business stu-| 
dents run a close second. 
Where starting salaries last 
year averaged $100 per 
month, the university re- 
ports its students this year 
have been offered an aver- 
age of $125. 

Washington and Lee re- 
ported that ‘‘so far employ- 
ment demand is running a- 
bout the, same, with simi- 
lar starting salaries. Most 
calls are in selling work.” 
Virginia Tech announced 
its employment demand was 
running about the same as 
are starting salaries. The 
Blacksburg officials indicat- 
ed that heaviest demand 
was for sales work and en- 
gineering, and combinations 
of the two. Prospects are 
for placement of at least 95 
per cent of the graduates by 
end of the year, they said. 

While college students 
were happily anticipating 
end of school, federal and 
state officials met last week 
in Norfolk to discuss the 
problem of migratory work- 
ers especially on the East- 
ern Shore, where the num- 
ber coming up from the 
south to pick strawberries 
and dig potatoes totaled a- 
bout 6,000—95 “per cent of 
them Negroes. A suryey is 
planned in which it is hop- 
ed that information regard- 
ing where the workers start 
from, how far they intend 
going, the amount of mon- 
ey earned, the number of 
persons in a family, and ot- 
her data will be ascertained.

that all project workers 
with farm experience are 
expected to accept employ- 
ment on“ farms at standard 
prevailing wages, whenev- 
er it is avajlable, even 
though the wages be below 
the WPA security rate. 
This applies to any work 
that is available, either one 
or two days or longer. 
Farmers who wish to em- 
ploy any individual who is' 
working on WPA should 
notify the individual work- 
er or the project superin- 
tendent. Workers who ac- 
cept this private employ- 
ment, at the termination of 
such employment, will be 
immediately reassigned to 
WPA upon application. 

This has always been 
WPA’s policy, sinceit is 
our policy, since it is our 
policy to give employment 
to needy persons only dur- 
ing times that private em- 
ployment is not available in 
their own community. Any 
WPA worker who refuses 
to accept private employ- 
ment at wages prevailing 
in his community and who 
is capable of performing 
the work offered him will 
be immediately released.

While many of the 
so-called friends suggestions 
that are ardently applied by 
the too-trusting or gullible 
are uot responsible for more 
than temporary harm or in- 
convenience, others are 
likely to result in seyious 
complications and may even 
terminate in death,’’ states 
Dr. I. C. Riggin, Commis- 
sioner of Health. 

‘As a case in point, some 
time ago a man, while at 
an evening gathering, sud- 
denly experienced abdomi- 
nal pain, and was advised 
by no less than three of the 
party to take a dose of oil. 
This suggestion he immedi- 
ately adopted. That he ac- 
tually was suffering with 
appendicitis and by taking 
the oil aggravated a serious 
condition and delayed for 
another twelve hours a di- 
agnosis th at if promptly 
made could have saved his 
life, is of no consequence to 
him, as he died of perito- 
nitis. His fate, however, 
may influence others who 
experience pain of this type, 
or in fact an illness of any 
kind, to seek professional 
council rather than to rely 
upon the usually spontan- 
cous suggestions of we 1 1- 
meaning though ill-inform- 
ed persons. 

“While health and ill- 
ness are high up in the con- 
versational scale, the fact 
remains that only those 
skilled in the practice of 
medicine should be relied 
upon for advice of any kind 
relating both to bodily 
health and to the curing of 
an ailment. 

“Doctors, through long 
training and wide personal 
experience, are qualified to 
recognize the cause of symp- 
toms and thus define the 
illness, Proper diagnosis i 
essential to 
ment. And those outside 
the profession, bright as 
they may be in their par- 
ticular fields, cannot safely 
assume the role of the fami- 
ly physician, either for 
themselves or for others.’”

To Aesop, the ant may 
have been a worthy crea- 
ture—one to be admired for 
its frugality and industry, 
But neither ants nor any 
of the other insects fare re- 
garded so favorably by the 
homemaker who finds them

Well may she be disturb- 
ed about these trespassers,

Both ant powder and 
poison baits should, be used

Just outside the town, on 
the road to Kentucky, one 
discovers the Nigger Head 
Rock, an immense boulder 
jutting out from the moun- 
tain, which has the profile 
of a head, neck and shoul-

A few miles lower down, 
one reach Jonesville, county 
seat of Lee County. In 
1781, then a mere collec- 
tion of log cabins, this town 
saw the arrival from Spot- 
sylvania County of Separa- 
tist Baptists in their migra- 
tion into the new country 
across the mountains. The 
Lee County Courthouse, of 
lbuff brick, was built in 
1933. The county was -or- 
ganized in 1792 from Rus- 
sell County and named for 
General Henry “‘Lighthorse 
Harry”’ Lee.

ceeded $30,000,000. This is 
exclusive of the professional 
dairy, which-have been in- 
creasing rapidly in number 
and size during the last de- 
cade. Despite the size of 
the dairy industry the ma- 
jority of farms continue to 
have only one or two cows, 
and produce milk for home 
consumption exclusively. 
More than 20,000,000 Ibs. 
of farm butter is made an- 
nually, although farm but- 
ter production has been de- 
creasing annually since 
1920. 

Creamery butter produc- 
ion in Virginia is rapidly 
increasing, the State Plan- 
ning Board points out, yet 
itis only about 7,500,000 
pounds annually. Virginia 
continues to use large quan- 
tities of dairy products pro- 
duced in other {states, and 
virtually no cheese is pro- 
duced in Virginia for com- 
mercial uses.

Now that the third gen- 
eration of workers is taking 
its place throughout the 
industry, however, another 
potent infiuence has begun 
to make itself felt. Less 
tangible than the other 
two, it neverthe’ess exists, 
exerting its effect on the 
product, and throagh it, 
on owners’ satisfaction.

The survey 
showed that only 6 percent 
had piped hot and cold wa- 
ter; 12 percent had piped 
cold water; 7 percent had 
indoor toilets; 14 percent 
had kitchen sinks with 
drains; and only 3 percent 
and septic tanks. 

Whereas only 13 per- 
cent of farm houses had ¢- 
lectricity about 6 years ago} 
the engineers believe this 
one item has shown marked 
improvement in recent 
years. It is estimated that 
24 percent of rural homes 
now have this conve nience.

vate “Bossy,” the milch cow, to 
stardom.

‘The picture tells the story of pas- 
ture improvement which today is 
making its way into the front rank 
of up-to-date profitable farming 
practices. “Despite the fact that 
pasture is the cheapest feed that 
can be grown for any kind of live- 
stock, pasture improvement is just 
beginning to receive the serious at- 
tention it deserves,” said RH. 
Lush, Pasture Specialist, The Na- 
tional Fertilizer Association and 
co-director of “Green Acres.” “It 
is a crop that responds to plant 
food, lime, and good management. 
Results of hundreds of experiments 
and demonstrations conducted by 
State Experiment Stations have 
spotlighted its value to every 


from corn silage $1.54; from corn 
grain $1.38, while pasture produces 
this amount for $.64.” 

The results of 34 experiments 
also showed that the cost of pro- 
ducing 100 pounds of beef om un- 
improved unfertilized pasture was 
$4.05, while the cost on fertilized 
pasture was only $2.71. The same 
experiments showed that unferti- 
lized pasture produced only 12.8 
cans of milk per acre, while the 
treated pasture made 44 cans. 

Results of 7 years’ experiments 
at Tifton, Georgia, show unim- 
proved pastures produced only 65 
pounds of beef cattle per acre, 
arpet grass and legume pas- 

roduced 291 pounds 








The winner—Clark W. Dellinger. 


It wasn't done with mirrors, that 
record-smashing official yield of 
180.1 bushels of corn per acre which 
made Clark W. Dellinger, Clark 
County, Indiana, 1939 national 
champion corn producer. The enor- 
mous production was the result of 
a systematic use of the latest and 
best corn-growing practices 

The five-acre plot in a I4-acre 
field on the Objo River bottom 
which Dellinger chose for his crop 
was naturally fertile, but it came 
« long way from the perfection 
which he set as his standard. The 
land had usually been planted to 
corn, Last year he allowed it to 
make # tremendous undergrowth, 
which was plowed under about nine 
inches deep in May. The land was 
fitted by two double discings, two 
harrowings, and two cultipackings 
before planting. Corn of the John- 
son County white variety, of his 
own growing and selection, was 
planted late in May. It was rowed 
three feet each way, with from two 
to three kernels per hill. 

Though the land was rich, he 
knew that it had been used and 
was not up to its once virgin fer- 
tility, so he added fertiliser of 
0-146 analysis, applying it to the 
hill at the rate of 125 pounds per 
acre. Six cultivations through the 
growing season cleared the way. 

#H. R. Smalley, Director of Sef 
Improvement Work, The National 
Fertilizer Association, commenting 
on why the corn champion used fer- 
tilizer on rich s6il, said, “Big yields 
take fertility from the richest soil. 
The grain alone removed from Del- 
linger’s land 250 pounds of plant 
food per acre. A 50-bushel corn 
crop, including stover, removes 156 
pounds of plant food from the land 
—82 pounds of nitrogen, 29 pounds 
of phosphoric acid, and 25 pounds

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High Quality’ Hay 

' ~~ Best For Market 
Or Farm Feeding 

Farmers can’t take qual- 
ity in buy for granted even 
when hay is--fed on the 
farm ‘where it has been 
grown, says W.H. Byrne 
of the: Virginia -Agricultu- 
ral Extension Service. 

Mr. Byrne points out 
that market prices’ usually 
make it much more profi- 
table to take t he better 
grades of hay to market 
than to offer hay of the 
lower grades or qualities. 
He says that one of the 
most economical ways te 
inerease the feed 
on farms is to improve the 
quality of the hay pro- 
duced, that on most farm 
material savings in the 
eost of producing livestock 
and livestock products can 
result from feeding more 
bigb-quality hay and less 
grain per animal unit, 

Quality in bay really 
means feed value. The fac- 
tors which affect quality 
include the maturity or 
ripeness, the percentage of 
leaves, and the eolor. ‘ihev 
also incinde consideration 
of foreign material, such 
as weeds mixed with the 
hav, the soundness or cun- 
dition, the sze and plt.- 
bility of the stems, and 
even the “aroma.” 

Mr, Byrne says, “Qu..!.- 
ty in hay refers mainly to 
its protein, carbohydr ites, 
miseral and vitamin con- 
tent. From tbe feeder’s 
standpoint, to extent to 
which these nutritive ele- 
ments are present is repre- 
sented by the quality fac- 
tors, such as maturity, !eaf- 
iness, and green color, that 
jean be judged by examia- 
ing the hay.” 

Fa: mers and agricultural 
worker; in many efeas are 
rather generally agreed 
that the supply of rough- 
age sbould be increased and 
the quality improved. al . 
Byrne says tbat farmers 
who want to improve the 
qua.ity of their hay crops 
may be inserested in a new 
Miscellaneous Bulletin No. 
868, released by the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture, 
entitled “Hay Quality-Re- 
lation to Production and 
Feed Value.”

WPA Report 


Underprivileged school 
children in the publicschools 
of Virginia were served 
381,178 hot lunches during 
May through WPA pro- 
jects operating in 435 units 
of a state-wide project, ac- 
cording to the report of the 
Professional and Service 
Division of WPA filed this 
week with William A. 
Smith, State Administrator, 
by Ella G. Agnew, Direc- 
tor of the P & S Division. 
The report also shows 
that 376,905 adult, children 





and infant garments were 
made in the WPA sewing 
rooms during the first five 
months of 1940 for distribu- 
tion to the needy, and 37,- 
235 visits were made by 
WPA housekeeping who 
served 4,309 families dur- 
ing the same period. These 
WPA [workers assist in 
homes where the mothers is 
incapacitated. 

From January 1 to May 
31 workers on WPA {can- 
ning and gardening projects 
had canned 61,442 pounds 
of foodstuffs, filled 26,362 
containers, planted 261 
acres, and gathered 10,298 
pounds of foodstuffs. The 
output of these projects 
goes to supply needy fami- 
lies and inmates of public 
institutions. 

Continuing, the xeport 
reveals that on the WPA 
Surplus Commodities Pro- 
{ject there were 6,786,498 
pounds of food distributed 
from January 1 to March 
31 and 112,818 families and 
421,488 needy persons ser- 
viced.

And he will real- 
ize that sunburn definite- 
ly is fire out of control. 

“To become a sunburn 
casualty not only is a pain- 
ful and sometimes a serious 
affliction but is evidence of 
thoughtlessuess or disre- 
gard of the sun’s harmful 
possibilities.”

“Self Interest” 
Say Realtors 


Virginia’s Real Estate 
Association has sounded a 
warning against “‘self-in- 
terest’ on the part of the 
Virginia State Bar in the 
latest shot fired in a battle 
between the two organiza- 
tions over the question of 
whether real estate agents 
may perform certain legal 
or quasi-legal functions. 

In a petition filed with 
the Bar’s secretary, the 
realtors claim that conclus- 
ions of the State Bar com- 
mittee, which held that real 
estate agents have no right 
to conduct court proceed- 
ings for the collection of 
rents, to retain the services 
of an attorney to conduct 
such proceedings, or to pre- 
pare certain legan docu- 
ments relating to real es- 
tate, were reached ‘‘only 
by strained construction of 
the language of the rule.” 

The committee’s ap- 
proach, avers the petition, 
“Gs technical and legalistic, 
and its conclusions justified 
if at all, only by the most 
refined legal reasoning; 
long-continued usage and 
custom is ignored, and in- 
jury to the public is assum- 
ed without proof of any ac- 
tual injury resulting from 
present practices.’’

group has erred in holding 
that a real estate agent can- 
not institute and personally 
conduct proceedings for the 
while 
condeding that itssmembers 
may not aypear in court in 
the conduct of pro- 
ceedings.

For these tests the inves 
tigators selected the two 


products belieyed to be most ington Gap last week. 


widely advertised and used 
as remedies for Bang’s dis— 
ease. The products were 
tried on 97 heifers. 

Before the test was begun 
the heifers were tested sev- 
eral times to make certain 
that they were free of the 
disease. Then the investi- 
gators exposed the animals 
to the disease, and again 
tested them to be sure that 
all were infected. More 
than half of the animals 
were given one or the other 
of the remedies, according 
to the directions of the man- 
ufacturers. Some were 
treated before exposure to 
the disease, and some after 
exposure. 2 

Of the 97 heifers used in 
the test, 94 of them lost 
their calves by absortion or 
gave birth to calves so weak 
they died soon after. Only

When one of the remedies 
was analyzed, all the inves- 
tigators could find was 
brown suga., creosote, and 
ash. Tests for an effective 
cure have also been made of 
many materials, including 
several antiseptic dyes, car- 


forms of iodine, and the 
powerful drug, sulphanila- 
Not one was effect- 
ive. 

Animal husbandmen say 
farmers often get the idea a 


Bang’s disease because the 
disease itself fools them. It 
breaks out in a herd, and 
for a year or so, cow after 
cow aborts and loses her 
calf. In desperation the 
farmer obtains a “‘remedy’’ 
he has seen or heard adver- 
tised. He gives it to the 
cows and the disease seems 
to die out. 

The tests bear out the 
opinion of the federal and 
state veterinarians that the 
disease is only following its 
natural course. Without 
treatment of anykind, the 
disease appears to be dying 
out in many instances a 
year or so after striking the 
herd. 

Most of the affected cows. 
still carry the disease, how- 
ever, and may pass it on to 
any new animals brought 
into the herd and to heifers 
with their first calves. The

County Agent 
It is very important 
that every farmer who 


wishes to keep his land in 
a fia'r state of cultivation, 
seed hscorn and tobacco

There 
are several desirable small 
grains and grasses that can 
be sown on corn and to- 
bacco land that wiil protect 
the land from erosion and 
the leaching of plant foods, 
and at the same time pro- 
duce a useful and profit- 
ab'ecr p.

Cabbage and Kraut 





Sauerkraut making is a'- 
most as old as civilization. 
Yet It seems that it is 
never too late to learn a 
better method. The new 
idea is tomake the sauer- 
kraut in glass jars that 
hold just enough for a sir.- 
gle meas, 

If you Have a cool stor- 
age place andare planning 
to use the kraut during the 
winter, you do not need to 
bother with crocks or bar- 
relsat all. And Janet L. 
Cameron, food specialist, 
Virginia Agricultural Ex- 
tension Divisiun, sugge: ts 
asimple method for m.k- 
ing sauerkraut right io 
glass jars. 

Mix the shredded cub- 
bage with the salt -- 4 
ounces to 10 pounds of 
cabbage---and pack it in 
the jars. Place the rub- 
bers and lids on the jars, 
but do rot seal tightly. 
Have an enamel pan under 
the jars to catch the juice 
as it bubbles our. Let the 
Kraut stand for 2 or 3 days 
until there is a good gas 
formation. Then pour the 
juice back and seal the 
jars. Allow the kraut to 
ripen for a month or 6 
weeks, ard then it is ready 
to serve. 

When sauerkraut is to 
be kept until summer, it is 
best to make it in a crock 
or barrel and can it in glass 
fars after it has fermented 
for about 10 days. Have 
the sauerkraut thoroughly 
hot and then fork it into 
the jars. Put the rubbers 
and lids on the jirs, butdo 
not seal. Place the jars in 
a bath of bciling water and 
continue heating for about 
5 minutes until the water 
returns to boiling. Then 
seal the jars and continue 
heating them in the water 
bath---10 miautes for quart 
jars, and 15 minutes for 2. 
quart jars.

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Now Is The Time To 
Lime Your Land 


Between now aud the 
time spring work starts is 
the best time of the year 
for farmers to lime their 
land, says V. P. I. agrono- 
mists, Growers who get 
this task done will be con- 
siderably ahead when the 
busy season starts, 

Sour land that is limed 
now will be in a better 
chemical condition to pro- 
duce crops next season & 
there will be more time for 
the lime to reduce soil 
acidity. The earlier the 
lime is applied the greater 
will be its benefit to next 
year’s crops. 


Agronomists say that it’ 


isan excellent practice to 
lime land this fall on which 
acover crop is seeded. If 
the crop is turned .in the 
spring as green manure the 
manure crop wiil bave been 
benefitted and the land 
will be already limed for 
the spring crop to be 
planted, and for lime-lov- 
ing plants that follow in 
the rotation. Even where 
there is no cover crop, 
lime may be spread to ad- 
vantage this fall on land 
to be powed next spring. 
It is also recommended 
that the land be first limed 
if Itis to be plowed this 
fall. 

Other advantages in Jim- 
ing now are that farmers 
aré not ro rushed with any 
particular farm task, and 
lime-grinding plants are 
notso rushed with orders 
and more prompt deiivery 
may be expected. Any 
sand that bas not been 
imited in the past three or 
four years may be profit-

New Jeep? Type Military Tractor 
Climbs Trees That Block Its Path 


Capable of pulling a 155 mm howitzer at 42 miles an hour over 
most any kind of terrain, this Minneapolis-Moline tractor is the 
talk of preparedness experts. It performs under conditions where 
‘even the caterpiller-type tank has the greatest difficulty in maneu- 
vering. 

During a recent test the “Jeep” climbed 70 inches up the sideof a 
28 inch white oak tree before the tree gave way, then rode rough 
shod over the on oak. The “Jeep” can turn on a 20 foot redius 
end has a “pintis” hook at the rear that permits the operator te book 
on to a big gun single handed. It can climb a 40 percent grade with 
@ 5-ton load. 

It has separate brakes on the rear wheels. If one wheel gets 
stuck, the brake is set on the other, so that all the tractive power 
is applied to the embedded wheel. The bumper, instead of being 
a flat bar, ts composed of several free moving rollers and can ride 
up on otherwise insurmountable objects.

Richmond—One of the 
chief uses of money invest- 
vested tiis month in 
Christmas Sea's is to aid in 
the diagnostic and treat- 
ment tceinivues for the 
further control of tubercu- 
losis, Dr E, C. Harber, a 
member. of the Board cf 
Directors of the Virginia 
Tub reu‘osis Assoc ation, 
dec ared. 

“Advances which have 
been made’ over the centur- 
ies today form our know- 
ledge about consumption. 
or phthisis, which was ac- 
curate'y described us far 
back as 400 B. C. by Hip- 
pocrates,”’ said Dr. Harber. 
Most of the science we 
learn today represents the 
accumulation of discover- 
ies painstakingly explored 
by pioneers Ia accepting 
it, we seldom give thought 
to the laborious searchings, 
the discouraging pursuits 
of blind trails, the disdain, 
even persecution, suffered 
by those who announced 
the discovery of facts that 
were contrary to traditional 
belief. 

“Each scout of science 
who helped biaze the trail 
made it easier for the next 
explorer,” he went on. 
However some, left no land- 
murks. Indéed, some of} 
the presériptions once re- 
commended for tubercu- 
losis, in the light of present 
day knowledge, were truly 
weird, 

For example, in 1780, one 
John Williams, reeommend- 
ed: ‘Take four ounces of 
hen’s fat and a seed bowl 
of skuak cabbage that 
grows at the bottom of the 
jJeaves close to the ground, 
cut it fine, stew it in fat 
till it is dry, strain it off, 
a teaspoonful is a dose to 
take three times a day. 
Make a syrup of white 
swamp honeysuckle blos- 
soms and queen of the 
meadow roots, swetened 
with honey; add to it a 
quart of syrup and a half a 
pint of brandy’. 

Today we know thar 
tuberculosis is a scientific 
problem, and furnishes an 
excellent example of how 
the dark unknown has 
bcen peuetrated. Prescrip- 
tions such as John Williams 
recommended affords us a 
passing emile as we 
strengthen our research and 
our measures for the con- 
trol of tuberculosis. With

The 
effect of this provision, as 
in the past, will be to in- 
crease the opportunity for 
conservation and soil-im- 
provement work on these 
small farms.

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Horticultural Notes 


In the hills of Tennessee 
is an orchard that is or will 
soon bring itself into notice. 
This orchare stands on the 
banks of Powell’s River on 
a small rise near the mouth 
of Cox’s creek. It has nev- 
er had any pruning until I 
visited it a few days ago. I 
pruned it lightly and advis- 
ed that it be given an ap- 
plication of 3-8-5 fertilizer 
and that it not be allowed 
to grow too tall. Trees 
should ‘not have heavy top- 
ping as some give them but 
they can be changed by 
light tipping and that will 
nét cause so much new 
growth. Some folks wonder 
why they do not have fruit. 
One fellow told me he did 
not think it paid to prune 
trees because he had pruned 
his for four years and yet 
they I 
went to see the trees and 
this is what I found. I found 
trees that had all the bot- 
tom branches cut off and 
the top latterals were shear- 
ed like a mule’s tail. True 
enough that kind of prune 
ing did not pay. 

I was in an orchard in 
Wise county a few days ago 
that was different. It was 
twelve years old and had 
at all. 
The bodies were large. The 
branches came out twelve 
to eighteen inches above the 
top of the ground and they 
were very low and branchy. 
I think that you would be 
well pleased if you had an 
orchard like this. I stood 
on the ground and did all 
the pruning that was need= 
I advised 
that he fertilize the trees 
with a good garden fertiliz 
er and that it be sowed to 
lespedeza as a food crop.
